Cramp had never been sick a day in 
his life, 


William G. Cramp was born in the 


Cramp homestead, Kensington, 
Feb- 


ruary 20, 1S23. His father was Will- 
iam Cramp, Sr., and he was the eldest 
son of a family of ten children. He 
attended the Kensington public schools 
and at a very early age entered the 
Cramp yards to learn the shipbuilding 
trade. He worked up from the posi- 
tion of ship carpenter to the position 
of superintendent of the Cramp yards. 
He was at one time a member of the 
old shipbuilding 
firm 
of 
William 


Cramp. 


In 1S76, when the dry dock was built 


by the present firm, he accepted the 
position of dock superintendent. 
He 


held that position up to November of 
the past year, at which time he was 
retired with a salary for life. Mr. 
iramp docked every vessel built by the 
Cramp firm during the time he waa 
dock superintendent, as well as every 
vessel brought there for repair. In 
addition, he was dockmaster for the 
government at League Island navy 
yard and during the entire period never 
met with a single accident. 


In 1844 Mr. Cramp was married to 


Miss Elizabeth Mickle, of Kensington, 
by whom he had one son, Jacob C. 
Cramp. Mr. Cramp was a first cousin 
of Charles H. Cramp, president of the 
present shipbuilding company. 


Millionaires at War. 


A suit at law of_H. C. Frick, spe- 


cifically against the Carnegie Steel 
company and aimed at Andrew Car- 
negie, full of sensational allegations 
and disclosures concerning the affairs 


of the Carnegie interests, was Bled 
Tuesday evening in the court of com- 
mon pleas, Pittsburg. The suit is a 
bill in equity. 
The printed book 


makes a document of 8,000 words. The 
bill attacks the validity of the partner- 
ship agreement and demands that Mr. 
Frick be paid the sum of $16,238,000 
for Ills interest in tbe concern, instead 
of the book value at which Mr. Car- 
negie wants to be rid of Mr. Frick's 
company. Summed up, the bill is a 
declaration that Mr. Frick was un- 
fairly ousted from the company and 
the position he held in it; that Mr. 
Frick has built up the concern from a 
ten million dollar basis to its present 
size; that he has been the virtual head 
of the concern for many years, while 
Mr. Carnegie has 
amused himself 


abroad, remaining away from the 
affairs of the concern, as the bill says, 
for as much as eighteen months at one 
time, which was spent at Skibo castle 
in Scotland. 
Mr. Frick offers to com- 


promise many of the points at issue, 
and among other things he offers as a 
means of settlement the proposition 
that the concern be placed in the 
hands of a receiver, to wind up its 
affairs and divide the property. 


The bill throws light upon the enor- 


mous profit of the Carnegie interests 
in the statement that in 1899 the earn- 
ings were $21,000,000, and that in No- 
vember of the same year Mr. Carnegie 
estimated the profits for 1900 at ?40, 
000,000. Later, it is said, Mr. Frick 
raised this estimate and figured out 
that the profits would be 848,500,000.

Imperialism If the Keal Qneftlon Involved

WASHINGTON, February 13 —The al- 


titude of the Democrats in congress, as 
a party, toward the Nicaragua canal 
treaty, which the administration has 
negotiated with England and sent to 
the senate, and the Puerto Rican tariff 
bill, which has been reported to the 
house and will be taken up this week 
and jammed through as a party meas- 
ure, is thoroughly American, and con- 
sequently right. The treaty 
gives 


more than it provides for our receiving 
It allows us to build a canal with our 
money, provided we agree to let every 
nation in the world, even those we 
may happen to ^have war with, have 
exactly the same privileges we take 
for ourselves in using it. That isn't 
he old Democratic idea of American 
control of the canal and it it really 
.urprising that there is a single Demo- 
cratic senator who is willing to vote 
'or the ratification of the treaty. 
Without Democratic votes it wou'd be 
bound to fail. One of the strongest 
arguments in favor of the construction 
of the canal has been the advantage it 
tvould give us in a war with a foreign 
oower. Under the present treaty we 
should have no advantage, as our ene- 
mies could make just the same use of 
the canal. 


Imperialism is the real question 


involved in the Puerto Rican tariff 
bill. It makes one of the issues upon 
which this year's presidential cam- 
paign will be waged. The Rspubhc- 
ms in their report on this bill, which 
in poses a 25 per cent, duty on Puerto 
Rican products, have come out fiat- 
Booted in favor of ignoring the con- 
titution and of having congress aa- 
iume the authority to deal with the 
ierritory recently 
acquired by the 


Jnited States as colonies and with 
their people as subjects. The Demo- 
crats contend that the constitution is 
the supreme law of this republic and 
;hat it recognizes neither colonies nor 
subjects; that every foot of ground be- 
onging to the United States is a part 
}f the United States and every resi- 
lent of territory belonging to tho 
Jnited States, a citizen. 
The im- 


oerialists have the votes to win in 
congress, but it remains to be seen 
•vhether they can win before the peo- 
ple. 


The Democratic substitute for the 


Republican gold standard bill is short 
and plain. It was introduced by Sen- 
ator Jones, of Arkansas, and it pro- 
vides for the opening of the mints of 
the United States to the coinage of sil- 
ver, as provided by the Act of January 
8, 1337;~upon the same terms and sub- 
ject to the limitations and provisions 
of law regulating the coinage and legal 
tender quality of gold; and that when 
the silver coin shall be received into 
the treasury certificates shall be is- 
sued for them as now prescribed by 
law. Unfortunately the Republicans 
have the votes to pass the gold stand- 
ard bill—Chandler is the only Repub- 
lican who will vote against it—but the 
substitute will give the Democrats an 
opportunity to record their votes in 
favor of "the dollar of our daddies." 
The vote will be taken on Thursday of 
this week. 


Adjutant General Corbin, who gained 


some notoriety during the war with 
Spain, through being Alger't tool in 
carrying out the several schemes do- 
vised for the humiliation of General 
Miles, as well as by lobbying during 
bhe last congress for legislation to give 
himself the rank of major general, is 
again playing the role of lobbyist for 
the same purpose. He gave an elabo- 
rate Sunday dinner, at a suburban 
club house, to twenty odd members of 
the house, including the military com- 
mittee. 
As Secretary Root also at- 


tended the dinner, it is assumad that 
he is helping the effort of Corbin for 
promotion. 


Notwithstanding the indignant de- 


nials on the flior of the house by Gen- 
eral Grosvenor and other administra- 
tion men, of the charge made by Rob- 
erts, that Utah polygamists har) been 
appointed to federal offices by Mr. Mo 
Kinley, the house committee on post- 
offices, which has been investigating, 
now has to report to the house that 
Postmaster Graham, of Provo, had an 
ind'etment for polygamy hangiug over 
hiiu when he was appointed. In or-

panics it with a statement from tbe 
prosecuting attorney of Salt Lake City, 
saying that for various reasons it is 
not likely 
that Graham 
will be 


brought to trial under that indict- 
ment. It is probable that the wishes 
of the McKinley administration are 
among those ''reasons" for not try- 
ing to convict the polygamist postmas- 
ter. 


It is only by the magnanimity of 


Senator Allen that yesterday's Con- 
gressional Record does not place the 
senate on record as sympathizing with 
the Boers and believing that this gov- 
ernment should offer mediation. Sen- 
ator Allen offered a resolution to that 
effect and through the absence of some 
senators and indifference of others it 
was put before the senate and declared 
adopted without a dissenting vote. As 
soon as they realized what had been 
done the administration senators flock- 
ed upon the floor. The yeas and nays 
were demanded, but Mr. Allen object- 
ed, and the objection was sustained. 
Later, Senator Allen good-naturedly 
agreed that the vote should be recon- 
sidered and the resolution sent to the 
calendar.

ABILITY OF 
THE BOERS. 


A British officer of 
high rank, Lieuten- 
ant - General Joh n 
E. Owen, of . the 


K o y a 1 Artillery, 


contributes to the February number of 
the Sorth American Review a most in- 
teresting and instructive description 


of the military movements of the two 
armies now contending 
with each 


other in South Africa. General Owen 
writes in quite a dispassionate spirit 
and has not a few severe criticisms to 
make on the conduct of the war on the 
part of his own countrymen. He ex- 
presses appreciation of the fighting 
ability of the Boers: 


"Tactically, their mobility—and our 


want of it—has given them immense 
advantage. 
When driven from en- 


trenched positions they have been able 
to retreat with impunity and usually 
without pursuit. On the field of bat- 
tie, as at Farquhar's Farm, they conld 
rapidly retire one flank and re-enforce 
the other and baffle our infantry on 
foot. In field entrenchments they have 
shown 
themselves 
masters, 
under 


skilled alien instruction. 
Intimately 


acquainted with the terrain, their lead- 
ers have shown much skill in choosing 
positions. Their ordinary mode of life 
makes them inimitable scouts. Ex- 
cellent shots, and furnished with long- 
range, rapid-firing rifles of the most 
modern 
pattern 
(with 
smokeless 


powder), their rifle fire is most formid- 
able. Their guns, of the usual type 
employed in the field, are good, out- 
ranging our own. They have taught 
us a lesson in the use of heavy guns of 
position, which they move with com- 
parative rapidity in the field. Eapid- 
firing guns of small calibre, of most 
recent pattern, are largely used, often 
•with terrible effect. 
Their artillery 


has been well handled, mostly by their 
mercenaries, but the ammunition used 
has been very defective."

The Poultry Show at Madison Square 


Garden -"Blood Will T»ir—American 


Plctur«8-A S35.OOO.OOO Contract.

NEW YORK. February 13 —The fash- 


ionable fad of the week has been the 
poultry show at the Madison Square 
Garden, where might be seen a col- 
lection of more than a thousand beauti- 
ful birds—birds of all classes, domes- 
tic and oriental—far surpassing any 
limilar exhibition ever seen in New 
York. I can recall no show of this 
class which has given such unqualified 
satisfaction. It was a delightful suc- 
cess from start to finish, and leaves 
behind it no heart scalds and no re- 
grets. 


Of course it was to be expected that 


there would be some disappointments 
in the awards of prizes, in the various 
departments 
where the competition 


was exceedingly close, and the judg- 
ments difficult, but nowhere was there 
heard any charges of bribery or cor- 
ruption, 
which has been the main 


stock in trade of chronic grumblers in 
years gone by. The high character of 
the association officers and judges 
forbade even the faintest shadow of 
unjust discrimination. The show of 
pigeons was exceedingly fine. Great 
interest was manifested in the class of 
homing pigeons, many of the birds 
showing a most wonderful record of 
fifty miles an hour, sustained for sev- 
eral hours. 


The system of incubation, as carried 


on at the present day, is almost ar. 
exact counterpart of the system prac- 
tised by the Egyptians thousands of 
years ago. The incubator department 
in the exhibition just closed was one 
of its most interesting features, One 
of the trays was filled with the eggs 
of two famous breeds of game fowls— 
Irish grays and Irish reds. 
Both 


breeds are fine, handsome birds; they 
are lithe and of proud bearing, with a 
courage that stands by them unshaken 
right up to the gates of death and 
they die fighting, but never surrender 


It has been said that the Irish reds 


were at some remote time crossed with 
the jungle fowls of India, one of the 
most brilliantly plumaged birds and 
savage fighters of all the feathered 
tribe. 
Game birds with this well 


known strain of fighting blood are 
ruled out of all cock pits where cock 
fighting is an established amusement. 
The cross is detected in the plumage of 
the bird, which in brilliancy and 
"beauty leads all the feathered tribe. 
I stood watching the tiny creatures as 
they burst the bars of their prison 
house and found themselves suddenly 
launched into a new world and a new 
life.

Produces Excellent Results In California— 


Kutted Roads Should Be Repaired. 


County 
and 
road 
supervisors In 


southern California aie uiuiunuous in 
the belief that the problem of excel- 
li-ntly macadamized roads nt small cobt 
has at last been solved, and that solu- 
tion of it has been attained through 
application to them of crude oil. There 
are now uoaHy a hundred miles of road 
in the several comities ol tlie southern 
part of tbe state which have been 
treated in this manner, and so pro- 
nounced iu uvury instance and particu- 
lar bas been tbe success of tbe trial 
that there is no doubt that nearly a 
thousand miles will be put under con- 
tract for the treatment during the com- 
ing year, 
(t has been found that to 


place roads in condition through the 
use of oil is cheaper than maintaining 
them in half condition duriug a single 
season by sprinkling with water. And 
when a road bas once been put into 
condition with oil it requires but slight 
additional expenditure to keep it so. 


On all the main highways in Los An- 


geles county oil coating is now applied. 
Many of them have but patches of it, 
half a mile or a mile iu extent, the oil 
being used npou them to test tbe effect 
it will have upon earths of differrnt 
character and upon roads of varying 
qualities. It lias been found that where 
the road had an even, bard foundation, 
smooth aud clear of ruts, and about 
two inches of dust on tbe surface, the 
oil is a complete success and gives a 
surface as polished, clean and clear as 
an asphalt street. 
Whore the soil is 


clayey, though the surface Is rutty. It 
will maintain tbe hard character of the 
ground, allay all dust and prevent fur- 
ther decay by resisting tbe formation 
of mud. tbe oily and impervious ground 
holding the water in tbe ruts until it 
dries out and preserving tbe eartb bp- 
npatb from becoming saturated with it. 


On a road of deep, loose sand, how- 


ever, tbe oil appears to show little 
benefit, though opinion is yet divided 
as to whether or not repeated applica- 
tions of it upon surfaces of this charac- 
ter would not ultimately so pack tbp 
sand as to make it a bard, tight body. 
Those who claim it would not point 
to the fact that the wheels cut into the 
oiled sand as before, while those who 
think it would pack believe the sand 
when applied to streets in the city 
would come to be much tbe same as 
bituminous lime rock, which is nothing 
more than sand thoroughly saturated 
with bitumen. This substance when 
applied to hard surface's packs readily. 


It is a fact, however, that the sand 


road does not predominate in Califor- 
nia and that the most common high- 
way has a hard foundation composed 
of clay, with a dust covering worn 
from 
the surface which will blow 


away with the wind, and thereby 
cause more dust to be released from 
the surface, as a result of which ac- 
tion the road is eaten down and be- 
comes rutty and wornout. 
With this 


character of road, especially before the 
ruts get into it, tbe oil is a lasting 
boon. 
Roads which have ruts should 


be repaired before beiug treated, and 
on sandy stretched tbe sand should be 
removed or overcome, even though it 
might be necessary to spread upon the 
surface a layer of clay a ad roll it 
down before applying tbe oil. 


One hundred barrels of oil per mile, 


spread over au area IS feet in width, 
will put a road in condition along the 
extent of tbe oiled surface ami give an 
excellent roadway, adequate for or- 
dinary traffic. 
Tbe oil is put on in 


three applications, the first at the rate 
of GO barrels per mile and the two 
subsequent treatmeuts at a rate of 20 
barrels per mile each. 
Great care 


must be taken in delivering the oil. It 
should be hot wben discharged and 
poured upon a hot surface, so that the 
work of the oil sprinkling is conliucd 
to tbe beat of the day. Tbe oil caunot 
be poured on indiscriminately, 
but 


must be drilled into the dust as wheat 
is drilled into land prepared to receive 
it. 
If it is not so applied, the oil will 


not saturate evenly tbe dust area, but 
will lie in splotches, run together and 
so make a very imperfect success, 
cither as a job of sprinkling or as an 
oiled surface. 


In order to meet the requirements a 


machine has bi'on devised which, while 
it (lops not by any means limit the field 
for inventions of this sort, nevertheless 
supplies a want in this direction. A 
big tank, inouuted on four 
whe-i-ls 


drags a sort of tender box supported 
by two wheels. Into which is run from 
the tank a supply of oil. This box bas 
a furnace beneath it which beats tbe 


oil. 
anil attached to it is a drag, look- 


ing something like a hayrakp. A num- 
ber of curved locls or Dngers go out 
from the bottom, and these are drawn 
through thp dust and along tin1 road. 
They mark little furrows in tbe (lust, 
and Into these furrows, through a se- 
ries of pipes, is discharged tlio oil. A 
second finger or sort of thumb arrange- 
ment, fixed farther back, turns tlu> 
dust over the oiled furrow, and thp 
surface is then left to absorb, a process 
which requires about an hour to effect. 
A roller is then drawn over tbe oiled 
n-ielth. and the first treatment is com- 
pleted. 


Contracts for the three treatments 


are taken at from KOn to S270 per 
mile, according to the price of oil and 
the character of the surface to be 
worked. But oven at this rate :he cost 
is not over G cents per running foot of 
the IS foot width, and of this sum. un- 
eler the general regulations, the county 
pays one-third, and the property own- 
ers on the roail on each sidp pay eacb 
one-third. 
Dnder this arrangement it 


would post an owner .$2 to put in con- 
dition tbe road In front of 100 feet of 
land.

THE BRITISH-BOER 
WAR. 


it Is Mkelr To t»»t a Long Time—The Two 


Armies. 


The Transvaal war is likely to last a 


long lime, judging by the nature of 
ttie country and the fighting qualities 
of the Boers. 


The Boers are sturdy, brave, skilled 


in the use of firearms, and familiar 
with their land, which presents every 
known obstacle to a quick campaign. 


There ere three railroads by which 


the British can carry men and supplies 
into the Transvaal and the Orange 
Free State. These are virtually the 
only available routes into the Boer 
land. 
: ' •• 


The British have made arrangements 


whereby they can bring troops and 
supplies from India and Europe into 
Del agoa bay, and there load them on 
the road which runs from Lurenco 
Marquez to Pretoria—a route dne west 
from Delagoa bay, through Portuguese 
E?st Africa, to Pretoria. 


The second railroad route of inva- 


sion runs from Durban on the eoaat 
of Natal, dne northwest, to Pretoria. 


The third railroad route of inva»ion 


runs from Cape Town, northeast, up 
through Cape Colony and along the 
western border of the Orange Free 
State and the Transvaal to Buluwayo, 
which is north of the 
Transvaal. 


There is a. branch line right up through 
the centre of the Orange Free State to 
Pretoria. 


Boera have cut the bridges on all of 


the railroads at strategic points so 
that the best the British can do is to 
carry troops and supplier to the bor- 
ders of the two Dutch states.

The Boer War For Independ ence 


The Boer war 
of independence of 


1S80-1881, in which the Boers showed 
themselves to be better soldiers than 
the British, was a desperately fought 
conflict from first to last. 


Oom Paul was head of the govern- 


ment, Joubert commanded the army, 
and Pretorious had equal authority 
with both. 


The Boers at the outset surprised and 


captured a 
detachment of 
English 


troops under Lieutenant-Colonel Ans- 
truther which was marching from Mid- 
dleburg to Pretoria. The Boers con- 
quered Natal as far as Newanka and 
Griqualand west, to Barkly. The Brit- 
ish garrison at Pretoria was besieged. 


Gen. 
Sir George Colley and his army, 


on their way to Pretoria, attempted to 
force the pass of the Drakensberg at 
Laing's Nek, but were repulsed with 
terrible slaughter. 
In a subsequent 


engagement, on Februarys, he lost 150 
men and six officers. 
The British 


finally landed re-enforcements at Dur- 
ban. The Boers, to the number of 
10,000 armed men, intrenched them- 
selves at Laing's Nek. Gen. Sir Evelyn 
Wood marched to aid General Colley. 


The latter, with 700 men, occupied 


the heights of the Spitzkop, on Majuba 
mountains, commanding the Boer posi- 
tion. On February 27, 1 SSI, the Boers 
stormed the mountain heights and 
carried them. 
General Colley and 


seventy-two others were slain and 1S4 
British troops were svounded or cap- 
tured. 


Sir Frederick Roberts was appointed 


Commander-in-chief 
of the English 


forces, and IS,000 more troops were 
ordered to go to the Transvaal. 
Pend- 


ing their arrival General Wood pro- 
cured, througji President Brand, of 
the Orange R'" r republic, an armistice 
with the Biers. The English garrison 
at 
Potchefstroom 
surrendered 
on 


March 21. 


There is a regular standing army of 


75,000 men in India, not counting the 
above table. 


Orange Free State, available troops, 


18,000; Transvaal, available 
troops, 


27,000. 


There are no forts along the fron- 


tiers of either of the Boer statos. 


Two months is required to take 


troops with their necessary tupplies 
from the British IsluB to either the 
Orange Free State or the Transvaal. 


Six weeks is required to get Austra- 


lian troops from that colony to the 
actual seat of the war. 


From the India posts to the scene of 


active operations in South Africa is a 
journey consuming a month. 


With the railroads cut at the bor- 


ders of the two Boer states, it will 
take at least a month to move an army 
of any size from Cape Town into the 
strategic points in hostile territory. 
From Delagoa bay the time required 
svill be almost as long, beeauie that 
route is blocked far down into Natal, 


Aside from these exigencies, the 


Boers are cunning soldiers who plan 
and move deliberately. 
The whole 


Boer country is hard to travel over 
and the 
mountainous region! are 


marked by abrupt valleys that are in 
reality clifts of chasms, hindering the 
progress of an invading army abaolute- 
•y aud causing long detours in cane 
bridges are burned. 


To close in effectually on all sides of 


the Boers with a quick campaign ID 
view, it would be necessary for the 
British to collect 500,000 soldiers. 


la this connection the question is 


raised as to the attitude which the 
blacks would take. For a century and 
more the Boera have been fighting 
with the saytges around them. There 
nre 1,000,000 blacks in the two Boer 
states. They are mainly KafSrs. They 
•are not likely to rise in revolt unless 
the war is so long as to produce semi- 
chaos in the 'government of the two 
Boer states. 


Tlie I'oilte Policeman. 


It was crowded on the avenue, and 


there was a constant stream of vehi- 
cles coming aud going. At the crossing 
of two of the most congested streets 
stood a police officer, tall and com- 
manding, irreproachably dressed and 
with an eye that compelled obedience. 
When the tide of travel surged thick- 
est, a little old lady came to the curb 
and looked out into the impassable 
stream of carriages and wagons. Evi- 
dently she wanted to get across. The 
gallantry of the big policeman took 
possession of him. He approached her 
and held up his hand.
